The report of Party Secretary Melnikov to the Ukrainian Communist Party Congress, 
while keyed to the theme of the ^’radical reconstruction" and) development of new industry 
since the war in the Republic, subjected industry, agriculture and party organizations 
to detailed criticism.

One of the prime fallings of industry, ministries and local Authorities, he said, was 
the policy of permitting individual failures to fulfil quotas ,to be obscured by aims of 
overall plan fulfillment. Consequently, in 1951, out of 465 "moat Important items only 
217 bad been produced in the amounts specified. There waa, he complained, a tendency to 
substitute numerous paper directives for active leadership.

In agriculture, the acreage of winter wheat, the principal crop, has been extended, 
and the livestock population has! been increased to more than! the prewar level, out it 
is now necessary to "liquidate lagging behind in the fodder [base and to improve pedigree 
breeding." There must be "undeviating growth" in mechanization of agriculture. 

Party membership, Bald Melnikov,! had Increased, but local bijanchea too ofton ere 
ignoring the emergence of new members, allowing personal acquaintance to direct thair 
choice of officials. Incompetent nominees were frequently transferred from job to job, 
disrupting oach organization to which thoy are assigned. Such faults had hoan exposed 
in several ministries— thoae of Meat and Milk Industry, Foodstuffs, Light Industry and 
Trade, in which "swindlers and loafers" had Infiltrated Into | many loading posts. 

Melnikov stated that it was necessary, therefore, to struggle more firmly against 
"those vho!stoal socialist property, squanderers, brlbo-tskera and speculators. 

In the Western areas, said Melnikov, the most important taekjwaa the appointment to 
leading positions of "faithful" local active workers, experienced in the struggle 
against "kiilsk land ownership and nationalists." 

Recalling the "just criticism" levelled at the Ukrainian Central Committee by the 
All-Union Party a year ago, Melnikov conceded that remedial j atapa taken bo far ara 
"only a beginning." Particular attention must be given to the propagation 6f 
Marxism-Leninism, atill organized In an uneatis factory way under Inadequately instructed 
teachers. Cultural and political work in the coUootirea must be Improved. Education 
is improving, but there are still deficiencies in the lectures on basic sciences and In 
pedagogy. In lltsraturo, too few works have been produced exposing ^manifestations of 
bourgeois Ideology, eapeolelly Ukrainian bourgeois nationalism and outoaat cosmopolitanism. 

Mslnikov particularly Indicted Qosyura's poem, "Love Our Ukraine," as an eapeolelly 
reprehensible perveralon of literature, a work which might have been preduoed by "any 
illiterate!' and which has been widely used by Ukrainian nationalist organisations abroad. 
Bourgeoia nationalism, he said, is "the moot tenacious and dangerous remnant of oapltallsa 
in the Ukraine and must be eradicated. More detailed study) of Melnikov's report snd of

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Melnikov claimed that the party has improved its performance in all fields, hut he 
concedes that j "some oblast party committees are directing the economy indifferently, 
often substituting organizational vork vith paper direction." This is particularly 
characteristic of the Chernigov and Rovnc Oblast partyj committees. While there haa 
been an improvement in the enrollment and education of cadres, "nevertheless the level 
of vork among | the cadres still lags behind the growing' demands that lie before the 
party organization of the Republic." He continued: j

Some oblast party committees, ministries and administrations 
allov violations of the Bolshevik principle on the enrollment 
of workers in accordance with their political and labor 
qualifications, and show a lack of sense by management in 
appointments to directing posts. Failing to take notice of 
the new emerging workers, some oblast committees, many town 
and rayon party committees limit themselves to a small circle 
of persons known to them. . . If a person disrupts work at one 
section, he is thoughtlessly transferred to another eimilar or 
even more Important poat. If the person fails again, he is 
once more handed a directing position. "| 

Failures in tile work with cadres, Melnikov argued, is due to the practice of assigning 
this duty to subordinates.

So far the Central Committee has uncovered serious mistakes 
and errors in the vork among cadres In a number of minletrios 
and administrations. The condition in the Ministries of the 
Moat and Milk Industry, the Foodstuffs Industry, the Light 
Industry, and the Ministry of Trade was especially unfortunate. 

As a result of the careless attitude of j the heads Of these 
ministries toward the enrollment of cadres, swindlers and 
loafers have penetratod many leading and materially responsible 
posts. j 

It la necessary, Melnikov went on, to strengthen the strugglo against those who steal 
socialist property, squanderers, bribe-takers and speculators.# .to create sn atmosphere 
of hatred against them on the part of the workers. 

After demanding an Improvement In the selection of woman and young people for lsadlng 
positions, Melnikov went on to admit tho Justice of the orltlolsoa directed by the All 
Uhlon Party against tho Ukrainian Communist Party for faulty Ideologlaal work. The 
Ukrainian Party Committee, he said, has strengthened Its struggle against perversions 
of all kinds and developed criticism and self-orltlclsm. "But this is only the 
beginning. . . The propagation of Marxism-Leninism Is still organised unsatisfactorily. 

In many party schools end circles lessons are conducted on a low ileologioal-theoretloal 
level.., The party organisation frequently selects lecturers, consultants and directors 
of polltloal schools end olroles who are not sufficiently qualified for the posts." 

unsatisfactory,} continued Melnikov, is the level of mass political work at many 
enterprises and kolkheses, where too often poolticsl agitation Is separate! from 
production tasks. 

Mass political work is poorly organised In production brigades 
of many kolkhoses • The increase of cultural resources of the workers 
demands from the party organisations a further Increase in the 
network of cultural educational establishments, and above all, an 
improvement in the ideologlaal oontent of their work. 
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Melnikov then proceeded to discuss shortcomings in the field of science and education. 

A considerable number of higher educational establishments do not have enougjh qualified 
personnel and are maintaining poor liaison with practical life. Particularly poor is 
the state of lecturing in the social sciences, and it must be admitted that many 
scientific experimental establishments are reorganizing their vork slowly despite the 
strictures of the All-Union Party Committee and 8talin*s directives on Ideological 
questions. 

Too few works have been written to expose the manifestations 
of bourgeois Ideology, and above all of Ukrainian bourgeois 
nationalism and outcast cosmopolitanism. In many institutes 
of the Ukrainian Academy of Sciences, criticism and self- 
criticism, free exchange and the struggle of ideas have not 
attained the necessary level. 

Melnikov analyzed in detail the shortcomings and perversions committed in certain works 
of art and literature, particularly citing the nationalistic verses of Sosyura, verse 
blatantly perverting the picture of the Soviet Union, verse which "could have beon 
signed by any illiterate person of the Ukrainian people from the nationalist camp, say 
Petlura, Bandera and others." This verse, Melnikov charged, was uaed by the Ukrainian 
nationalists as a weapon. 

Bourgeois nationalism is the most tenacious and most 
dangerous remnant of capitalism in the consciousness of 
the people. We must expose any manifestations of Ukrainian 
bourgeois nationalism wherever they appear. We must also 
struggle Implacably against the manifestations of the hostile, 
reactionary Ideology of the pariah cosmopolitanism... Much 
remains to bo done in order to lift our literature and arts to 
the level which will satisfy tha cultural demands of our 
poople. (Kiev, 25 September) 

Reporting for tha Cantral Auditing Commission, Davydov told of tho results of a checkup 
on the treatment of letters of complaint from party and non-party members to various 
party and eoonomlo organisations. The checkup, he ssld, revealed serious mistaken in 
the dlreotlon of kolkhozes by psrty and Soviet organs. 

Zn the Poltava , Zhitomir, Odessa and Chernigov Oblast Party 
Committees...* large number of letters and ooaplainta remains 
unexemlned for more than two months. There are oases of formal 
and bureaucratic attitudes toward the examination of complaint a. 

. . .the Central Committee also noted the formal and bureaucratio 
oondltlon of the examination of complaints and proposals of tha 
workers which exists in tho Ministries of Agriculture, Uovkhesoa, 
end Pishing Industries. (Kiev, 25 September) 

Reporting for the Credentials Commission, Tarasov give some Illuminating figures m the 
composition of the Ukrainian Party Congress. Of tha 571 voting delegatee, only 169 uan be 
classified as workers or farmer*— -another 45 wars deeorlbsd st "workers of aolcnoe, culture 
and the arte." The rest of the delegates comprised! 336 party offloialai 101 soviet, 
administrative end trade union officials; 14 Komsomol offlolnls; and 106 representatives 
of the Army, the Ministry of State Security, and the Ministry of Internal Affairs. 

Also interesting was Tarasov's statement revealing the high rate of attrition of old 
party members In the Ukraine. Only six of the delegatee were psrty members before 1920; 

277 joined the party before 1930; 290 before 1940; and 173 between 1941 end 195 8. (The 
total figure is higher then that given in the paragraph preoedlng, presumably since it 
Includes noth voting and non-voting delegates.; Ukrainians ware a majority at the 
Congress, comprising 66.2 percent; 30. 9 percent, however, were Russians. (Kiev,

Kiev radio reported on 2? September that the preceding day's session was i d *™ ted 
to the question of raising the level of party work in party organizations and to 
improvement of party leadership in industry and agrlctature, in thecome of whj-eb „ 
work of the Central Committee of the Ukrainian Communist Party was sharply cr V' i 2u I 1 
One speaker complained that "party, soviet and other organizations often satisfy themselves 
with averages of plan fulfillment, not considering the backward enterpris es an d^kolkhozeo . 
Aa a result, in Drogobych Oblast many kolkhozes are weak both organizationally and 
fi nan cially. Thero are still cases of infringement of the kolkhoz statute and many 
infringements of internal party democracy. The speaker, Kiev radio said, made Just 
allegations" against the Ministries of Communal Economy, Housing, Civil Construction, 
and Health for giving insufficient attention to Drogobych Oblast. 

A speaker representing the Mskeyevka town party committee cited a specific example of 
the^evlls resulting from faulty work with cadres, uncovered at the town party meeting. 

The former head of the Kapitalnaya mine, Zostavo, surrounded 
himself with relatives, acquaintances and persons who were not 
trustworthy... Among the directing workers of the shaft, there 
■were eight of his relatives... At the mine mutual hushing up 
prevailed together with flattery and favoritism. (Kiev, 24 September) 

Another speaker, quoted the same day, denounced those party memberB Vho aro not ob.orvins 
the rules of the socialist way of life and who allow violations of Communist ethics. 

"The party organizations, instead of reprimanding them severely for un-party Ilka 
activities, often 'cover up such acts end find it difficult to reprimand a Communist, 
particularly if he ocoupies a responsible position." 

Rudlch, secretary of the Zaporozhye Town party committee, proposed amendment to Chapter 
Ona of tho draft party statute, stating that; "the Communist party of the Soviet Un lo 
systematically cleansing its ranks of all those who dlsgraoe the high name of Communist, 
who have morally decayed, who abuse their position in the service, and who break away 
from the massif" Rudieh demanded that the | Ukrainian Communist Party 
leadership in the aalaotlon, placing, and upbringing of cadres, polling out that since 
1949 four Zaporozhye party secretaries in charge of Ideological problems have naan 
ohangod. Ustyohenko, secretary of the Kiev) town party committee, reoemmended that it be 
made a requirement for party membership to have at least a dsffiM 

Cherayansky, eeoretary of the Odessa town p*rty ooaanlttae, urged that the statute define 
measures to be taken against Communist* "who voluntarily abandon primary party organisa- 
tions and migrate at their own will." (Kiev, 24 September) 

Despite all tho oritlolsms mentioned above, ! the Congress voted unanimously to approve 
tho political line and practical work of the Central Committee of the Ukrainian Communist 
Party. (Kiev, 27 September) 

Industry » Melnikov stated that th® most serious shortcoming in Industryand in the work 
oi party supervising organs was "a planned attitude" (panovy pldkhid) toward the 
assessment of work by enterprises, that U,j oonceallng deflolenolee in the 
individual item* under overall figureo showing plan fulfillment, 

on 25 Sant amber , Melnikov sharply criticized the Bryansk! Rayon and the Kaulyevka Town 
SSrt? ooamittees , as wall so the management! of the Kadlyov coal trust, for substituting 
aotlva leadership over personnel with numerous directives. 
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Melnikov vent on to any that there vere "great shortcomings” in the work of Republican, 
local and cooperative industries. Many enterprises, he said, failed to fulfill their 
production plana, especially as regards specified items. "In 1951, out of h65 moat 
important items of production, the plan vas fulfilled for only 217 items." 


Korotchenko, Chairman of the Ukrainian Council of Ministers, quoted by Kiev on 27 September, 
severely criticized Yosipenko, Minister of Light Industry] Gritsenko, Minister of Local 
Industry, and Pirogov, Minister of State Control - '"all of whom visit enterprises very 
rarely, are poorly acquainted with the situation, maintain little contact vith Soviet 
and party organs concerned, and do not eliminate shortcomings in the work of individual 
organizations . " 

Rohinete, secretary of the Chernigov Ob.laat party committee, complained that a number of 
industries, especially those of the local and cooperative industries, are badly utiliz- 
ing their internal Styaources and are, therefore, lagging behind. He accused the Ministry 
of Communal Economy (tad State Planning of falling to give enough assistance in the 
building of Chernigov, the oblast center. (Kiev, 26 September) 

A speaker from Dnepropetrovsk Indicted the Ministry and administration of tho Metal 
Industry for falling to provide 00,000 rubles which would enable the Petrovakl enterprise 
to burn waste gas and thus save fuel. He also criticised the Ministry of Ferrous 
Metallurgy of dllatorj'aess lu the adoption of nev technical improvements; (Kiev, 

2b September) j 

The secretary of the Zapordrozhye Town Party Committee eaid that 27 ontorprisoe and 
artels in Zaporozhye had failed to fulfill’ the eight-month production plan due to "grave 
shortcomings" In the work of the town and rayon party cwmittees. (Kiev, Zk September) 

Agriculture : A number of speakers criticised the work of the Ukrainian Ministry of 
Agriculture. Kherson Oblast Secretary Onyahchenko attacked the Ministries of Agriculture 
and Cotton Growing for poor training of farm technicians, especially of Irrigation 
experts. Angelina, a Stalino Oblast tractor brigade leader , said that the Ministry of 
Agriculture has "failed completely" to consider the question of perfecting agricultural 
machines, especially eomblr.es . She added that the Ministry does not properly train 
tractor brigade leaders and she demanded better training of eeoretarios of kolkhoz 
primary party organizations. (Kiev, 26 September) 


Other criticisms were launched by a Kiev Oblast brigade leader, who said that the Ministry 
was weakly propagating the experience of agricultural Innovators, and by the Secretary of 
the Ksmeneto-Podolok Obkom, who made the blanket indictment that the Ministry was giving 
too little attention to tho needs of collective faros. Minister of Agriculture Splvak 
appeared not to have answered his critics. He was quoted by Kiev on 26 September, however, 
as oaylng that there war® serious ml stakes in the work of 'agricultural organs In the 
Republic. He pointed In particular to the low milk output, especially in Zhitomir and 
Chernigov oblaets, the weak development of th>i fodder bass' and the insufficient level of 
mechanization of labor-consuming farm processes. 

Malenkln, Secretary ef the Hikoleyov Oblast Party Committee, admitted the Justice of 
Melnikov's criticisms of the Nikolayev committee. The Oblast, he said, Is lagging behind 
In livestock breeding, and the responsibility for this rests on the committee and on the 
Ukrainian Cooperative Society and the Administration for Kolkhoz and Rural Construction. 
Malenkln added that Kornlyets, deputy chairman of tho Ukrainian Counoll of Ministers, was 
•leo responslbla, for ha had failed to tak« neseasary measures to Insure fulfillment of the 
plan for rural and kolkhoz construction. (Kiev, 27 September) 


Another speaker attaaked the Ukrainian Academy of Solanos*! 
to sugar beet growers* 


for giving Insufficient help 
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Zhitomir Oblast Secretary Fedorov admitted the Justice of criticisms levelled agaihBt the 
oblast committee!, which had failed to apply the crop rotation system and to liquidate 
infringements of the kolkhoz statute. Also responsible for the oblast's failures, he 
said, were the Ministry of Agriculture and the Ministry of Light Industry, both of which 
had not supplied enough tractors and other machines, mineral fertilizers and building 
materials. The ultimate responsibility, he concluded, rests with the Ukrainian Central 
Committee, which had failed to check up to see that its directives were fulfilled. 

(Kiev, 27 September) 

Mining : Some stress was placed on the problems that must be solved if the new Five 
Year Plan figures for coal production ore to be fulfilled. Pochenkov, director of the 
Stalin Coal Combine, admitted that "a considerable part" of the mines in the combine 
have not yet developed to planned capacity due to the failure to complete construction. 
"It is neceeaary to end such harmful practices of the construction organisations... It 
Is indlspensible that we shorten construction time... Considerable help should be given 
by the Ukrainian and USSR Academies of Sciences. Up to now the work of the scientists 
in thia branch is very alow." (Kiev, 2k September) 


Voroshilovgrad Oblast Party Secretary Klimenko admitted that the Voroshilovgrad coal 
combine and the Donbas anthracite combine had failed to fulfill their plans aa the result 
of poor application of the cyclic schedule and unsatisfactory use of mining equipment. 
Klimenko ascribed the poor work of the mines to poor selection of directing personnel, 
and he cited instances of "a superficial approach toward the selection of managers by 
the USSR Ministry of the Coal Industry." (Kiev, 2 6 September) 

RADYANSKAYA DONESCHXHA, in an editorial broadcast by Stalino on 27 September, discussed 
the production goals set in the directive for the 19th All Union Congress and said that 
many Donbas mines wore not working properly. For example, the editorial said, Humber One 
Sverdlovka Mine of the Makeyev Coal Trust is permitting delays and incorrect technical 
leadership which act as a brake on progress. 

A steal worker delogete criticized the management of the Rrivol Rog iron mining fitll for 
supplying low quality Iron oro to metal plants— on several occasions, he said, the ore 
contained 20 percent of silica. He alao criticized the Kharkov Metals Institute and the' 

USSR Ministry of Ferrous Metallurgy for not giving enough assistance to individual enter- 
prises in solving their production problems. (Kiev, 27 September) 

Arts and Sciences : Melnikov's crltioisme of Ukrainian literature were eohoei by a number 
of speakers. Ukrainian Writers' Uhion chief Korneyohuk oonoedsd the Justice of oomplaints 
against the work of himself and his wife and against the poets Sosyura and ftylakl. "All 
wrltera must develop a deeper sense of lntrauslgeanoe towards all manifestations of 
bourgeois Ideology, nationalism and cosmopolitanism... It is neoassary to unite all braaohaa 
of the printing Industry into one system and also to unite all book publishing houses, with 
the exoeptlon only of those publishing houses which publish books of a spools! nature. This 
would enable them to main a oorreot use of their paper rosouroes." (Kiev, 2k September) 

Bazhan, deputy chairman of the writers union, said that "only tha first steps" have yet been 
taken to comply with All Uhion party decisions against ideological parverslons In litera- 
ture. In the writers circle, he aomplalned, the "atmosphere of friendliness, covering up 
of mistakes and un-party like reaction to orltlalsm" still sxlets. Ukrainian Oentrel 
Committee Secretary Nazarenko asserted that muah progress has been made toward developing 
Soviet end Ukrainian culture "by waging a determined and merciless struggle against all 
and sundry manifestations of bourgeois nationalism," but eerlous shortcomings still prevail 
In the work of various education authorities. Certain party organisations give little 
attention to the training of teaahere. Nazarenko aooueed Ukrainian writare of oreating too 
few works which would help bring up Ukrainian youth to bs "ohaerful, buoyant and boundlessly 
devoted to the cause of the Lsnln-Stalln Party." (Kiev, 87 September)

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Construction and Transportation: Serious charge a against construction planning 
organizations wore made by Bochkin, director of the "Ukrainian Water Oonetruntiona 
Organization. " He alleged that the quality of planning 1 b low and said that serious 
blunders and omissions have occured. "They do not take into account the location of 
building materials, and the plans are made on general lines stressing the need to build 
cheaply, but call for the use of timber for construction, forgetting that timber is 
scarce in the Bteppe area." Named as guilty of such improper planning practices were 
the Ministry of Cotton, the Committee for Construction Affairs, and the State Planning 
Commission. (Kiev, 24 September) Odessa delegate Markov criticized the Ministry of 
Communal Economy and of the State Planning Commission for "the absence of order in 
planning for production and delivery of building materials. Plans for the improvement 
of the Odessa economy, he said, do not satisfy the "mature demands of the city. A 
kolkhoz official from Kamenets-Podolsk Oblast said that the building of live stock ^ 
shelters in the oblast is being hampered by the lag in tho output of bricks and tiles. 
The Kirov factory in Mogilev Podolsk, he complained, is manufacturing brick and tile 
presses for kolkhozes, but the presses are delivered without the ports which would moke 
them useful. (Kiev, 24 September) 


The secretary of the Odessa Oblast party committee, noting an Improvement in tho work 
of the Odessa railwoy, said that nevertheless there are serious mistakes in transport 
and In industry. Intornnl rosourcos are being poorly used and many enterprises are 
still not fulfilling the plan for olthor gross output or for assortment. (Klav,

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The Armed Forces ! A glimpse of the relations between the party and the Army In the 
Ukraine was afforded by the Bpeech of Hrechko, Commander of tho Kiev Military Okrug. 
After conventional references to the need for vigilance against the machinations of 
the Anglo-American imperialists and to Stalin's sollcfc&udj* Ate the Army, Hrechko 
claimed that the Soviet army Is better equipped than during the war and has n tho best 
armaments In the world. He went on, however, to speak of "some shortcomings" on the 
part of oblast party organizations. as regards the training of recruits for the army. 

The Soviet army mainly receives youtha who are educated and 
physically developed. ' But ve must not forget that In the war 
years many Soviet children had no chance to etudy at schools 
and higher educational establishments. As « result we have 
cases of youths Joining the services without who necessary 
education, and they find it difficult to assimilate the oooplex 
military technology. 

Hrechko continued by pointing out that It Is the duty of the local party organizations 
and of educational Institutions to give more attention to Improving the eduoatlonsl 
level of youth. "It Is necessary to Improve the management of evening eohools for adults 
end to take steps to see that youth of military age gets all-round preparation. •. We 
must develop and cultivate the feeling of proletarian nationalism and eldwmta the 
youth In the spirit of the Lenln-Stalin friendship of the peoples." 


Noting tho statement In the draft party statute about the relations between army political 
and local party organizations, Hrechko stated that the statute 'obliges us to strengthen 
constantly the connections between the political organs and the local party organisations, 
between the units of ths Soviet allay and enterprises sad kolkhozes." (Kiev,
